COACH  JOJIN  Wooden’s  char- 
ges proved  tlTey  were  the  best 
in  the  West  Saturday  as  they 
thrashed  Oregon  State  Univer- 
sity 88-69  before  a crowd  of 
just  under  10,000  in  the  Smith 
fieldhouse. 

The  game  was  a rout  for  the 
Californians  who  led  by  as  much 
as  26  points  at  one  time  in  the 
final  stanza  when  the  Beaver 
Coach  emptied  his  bench  in  a 
futile  attempt  to  get  something 
going. 

OREGON  STATE’S  ‘‘big  man.” 
seven-foot  Mel  Counts,  couldn’t 
get  off  the  ground  until  the  last 
half  when  he  notched  18  of  his 
24  points,  and  his  failure  told  the 
story.

PARIS  (UPD — Seven  and  a 
half  years  of  war  between  Fran- 
ce and  Algerian  Nationalists 
formally  ended  at  noon  today. 
They  immediately  joined  forces 
to  crush  opposition  by  the  Secret 
Army  Organization  (OAS)  try- 
ing to  keep  Algeria  French. 

The  OAS  struck  the  first  blow 
with  a massive  general  strike 
that  wrapped  the  major  cities  of 
Algeria  in  tomb-like  silence 

It  was  like  the  calm  before 
the  storm.  French  oficials  and 
Algerican  Nationalists  alike 
foresaw  a bloody  struggle  still 
ahead  before  real  peace  could  be 
achieved  in  the  big  North  Afri- 
can land.

CAPT.  SWEN  C.  NIELSEN  of 
the  Security  Dept,  reported  the 
tragedy  as  follows: 

About  1 p.m.  Saturday  Ka- 
tano and  Christensen  were 
climbing  to  Squaw  Peak  when 
Katano  slipped. 

CHRISTENSEN  was  close 
enough  to  grab  his  partner  as 
he  slipped,  but  couldn’t  hold 
him. 

Katano  fell  about  30  to  40  feet 
and  hit  snow.  From  there  he 
fell  approximately  200  feet  over 
a ledge  and  then  slid  over  100 
feet  of  loose  rock  where  he 
stopped. 

CHRISTENSEN  climbed  down 
to  where  Katano  lay  as  quickly 
as  he  could.  The  injured  man 


ed  to  the  all-tournament  team 
along  with  Utah  State’s  Cornell 
Green,  Oregon  State’s  Terry 
Baker,  Pepperdine’s  Bob  War- 
lick  and  teammates  Gary  Cun- 
ningham and  Walt  Hazzard. 

H A Z Z A R D,  THE  phantom 
guard,  who  collected  17  points 
against  the  Beavers  and  13 
against  Pepperdine,  was  named 
the  most  valuable  player  in  the 
tournament. 

But  Hazzard  wasn’t  the  only 
star  of  the  finale  which  reveal- 
ed a polished,  smooth  running 
UCLA  offense  and  a defense 
which  wouldn’t  let  the  Beavers 
get  in  under  the  basket. 

SOPHOMORE  Fred  Slaughter 
who  helped  keep  Counts  under 
control  in  the  finale  while  drag- 
ging down  10  of  50  rebounds  al- 
so deserves  much  credit  for  the 


was  alive  and  Christensen  talked 
to  him  and  made  him  as  com- 
fortable as  possible.  Then  Chris- 
tensen started  out  of  the  canyon 
to  get  help. 

On  the  way  down,  Christensen 
met  a man  in  a jeep  who  volun- 
teered to  notify  the  Utah  High- 
way Patrol,  who  in  turn  notified 
the  BYU  Security. 

Christensen  continued  down 
the  canyon  and  met  another 
man.  The  two  returned  to  Ka- 
tano who  was  still  alive.  About 
an  hour  after  the  two  had  re- 
turned, Katano  lost  conscious- 
ness. 

THE  RESCUE  squad  of  the 
BYU  Alpine  Club  was  called  to 
make  the  climb  and  bring  the 
injured  man  out.  A Utah  Coun- 
ty sheriff  jeep  transported  the 
rescue  squad  and  Security  as 
far  into  the  canyon  as  snow 
would  permit. 

The  rescue  squad  went  in  on 
foot  keeping  radio  contact  with 
Security  at  the  mouth  of  the 
canyon  through  a two-way  ra- 
dio system. 

A HUGH  SEARCH  light  was 
flashed  onto  the  walls  of  the 
canyon  from  the  campus  to  help 
the  searchers. 

At  approximately  9 p.m.  the 
rescue  squad  started  down  with 
the  victim.  Dr.  Phillips  from  the 
Health  Center  was  at  the  mouth

of  the  canyon  and  pronounced 
Katano  dead  when  they  arrived. 
An  Orem  city  ambulance  took 
the  body  to  a mortuary. 

CAPT.  NIELSEN  said  this 
was  one  of  several  such  inci- 
dents that  have  occurred  on 
mountains  in  the  Provo  area.  He 
urged  all  students  to  stay  off 
the  peak. 

Capt.  NielselT  had  nothing  but 
praise  for  the  Alpine  rescue 
squad. 

“All  credit  for  the  rescue  goes 
to  the  club,”  said  tha  captain. 
“I’ve  never  seen  a group  go 
about  a rescue  so  cool  and  so 
professionally,”  he  said.  “My  hat 
it  off  to  their  courage  and  stam- 
ina.”

His  message,  delivered  by 
Alma  King,  student  personnel, 
came  as  a grim  reminder  follow- 
ing the  death  of  freshman  Wal- 
ter G.  Katano,  on  Squaw  Peak 
Saturday  afternoon. 


MB.  KIN'G  SAID  the  presi- 
dent re-emphasized  the  cardinal 
rules  of  hiking  in  the  moun- 
tains.: 


The  obvious  unfairness  of  the 
Daily  Universe  during  recent 
elections  on  campus  has  caused 
many  feelings  of  ill  will.  The 
election  and  campaigns  were 
fair  as  were  the  candidates — 
they  deserve  the  respect  of  the 
students. 

Being  the  “Voice  of  the  Stu- 
dents,” the  Universe  certainly 
owes  an  apology  not  only  to  the 


1.  Never  go  alone,  and  don’t 
take  chances;  and  2.  Always 
notify  security,  student  person- 
nel or  some  official  so  that  if 
trouble  develops,  searchers  will 
know  where  to  begin. 


He  noted  that  in  the-  case  of 
the  Katano  accident,  if  both  stu- 
dents had  been  injured,  search- 
ers would  not  have  known  if 
they  were  missing  or  where  to 
start  looking. 


“IN  THIS  WEATHER,  an  in- 
jured student  could  die  of  ex- 
posure if  rescuers  couldn’t  locate 
him,”  Mr.  King  said. 


In  the  last  two  years,  three 
students  have  died  while  climb- 
ing mountains  and  only  last 
Dec.  2 a student  was  rescued  on 
Squaw  Peak  after  a fall.  He  was 
Wayne  Holbrook  Knecht,  who 
was  pulled  off  the  mountain 
with  minor  injuries  in  rain  and 
cold  by  Alpine  Club  rescuers. 
He  left  school  this  semester.
